ATETHANIN THE SOUTH 
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the Prisoner—A General Fight Occurs. 


“LAWRENCEVILLE, 1I1.,September 16.—A race 
war between the whites and blacks occurred 
here Saturday night. A few days agoa St. 
‘Louis negro named Slick came to town and 
- Saturday afternoon in a quarrel with a white 
man attacked him with a knife. The latter 
escaped after receiving two wounds, and then 
Slick dashed down the street slashing at every 
one. Judge Barnes, of the county court, or- 
dered the uegro to stop. The negro attacked 
the judge, but the latter retaliated by knock~ 
ing him. down. The negro was then disarmed 
and arrested. Meanwhile,the blacks, hearing of 
the arrest, determined to rescue the prisoner. 
A few white men rallied. around the judge. 
There was a hard fightin which 
THE NEGROES WERE BEATEN BACK 
and al) the ring leaders arrested. 
The prisoners were taken tothe county jail 
and the sheriff and hisdeputies were ordered 
by the judge to guard the building. The 
blacks quickly organized and made an attack 
on the jail. he sheriff was ordered to fire on 
them, but refused, and the negroes forced their 
way intathe jailand rescued the prisoners. 
Judge Barnes organized the whites and at- 
‘tacked the blackf at the jail. 
THERE WAS A BLOODY FIGHT, 
in which pistols, knives and clubs were used. 
Judge Barnes was cut and shot, but his 
wounds are not fata!. Dr. Johnson, Ed Lamb, 
and three other white men, were seriously 
hurt. Two negroes were shot and halfa hun- 
‘dred heads were broken. The whites won,and 
the ring leaders were again put in jail and a 
heavy guard placed around the building. The 
riot has created great excitement. 


WARNER DECLINES

A BREAK FOR FREEDOM, 


Two Murderers Assault a Sheriff and Get to 
the Weods, but are Recaptared. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., September 16.—A spe- 
cialtothe Times from Somerset, Pa., tonight 
states that. Joseph and Dayid Nicely, convict- 
ed of the murder of Herman Umberger at the 
May term of court, wade a break for liberty at 
noon today. They shot Deputy Sheriff McMil- 
lan -twice, who is now lying at the point of 
death. 

At noon Deputy Sheriff McMillan. took din- 
ner to the Nicely brothers. Finding no water 
in the corridor he called Watchman Kiefer to 
getit. Upon Kiefer’s return with it to the 
jail door, MeMillan unlocked the door and 
reached for the pail. Dave Nicely, the youug- 
est of the two, sprang on his back, while Jos 
fired two shots froma 38-caliber Smith and 
Wesson revolver into McMillan’s left 
side from the front. Both the 
Nicelys sprang pst the wounded mar, 
while two other prisoners, one named Garno, 
covered Kiefer. Escaping from the jail, the 
Nicelys ran to Hayeswood, half a mile east of 
town. The sheriff wesableto give an alarm 
anda party at onee started in pursuit. he 
woods, abour fifteen acres in extent, were 
surrounded and armed wen at once began to 
huntupthe game.

ANOTHER CRONIN STORY. 


The Conspirators Would Make Believe That 
the Doctor Was Murdered in Lendon. 

Cuicaco, Lil., September 16.—The Evening 
News says: 

The iatest story in the Cronin case relates to 
an allezed plot to make it appear that Dr. 
Cronin was murdered in Loadon, on the 
ground that he was. a British spy. It:is said 
that the police are in possession of evidence to 
show that the conspirators had made arrangc- 
ments to have found in the Thames river a 
mutilated and disfigured corpse, arrayed in 
the clothes which Dr. Cronin wore on the 
night he disappeared, together with his watch 
and other trinkets. In the pockets of the corpse 
were to be found forged letters, showing that 
Cronin had been in correspondence with de- 
tectives of Scotland yard for a number of 
years. Oneofthe men now ontrial in the 
Cronin case is said to have been delegated to 
attend io the American end of the plot. The 
discovery of Dr. Cronin’s body in the catch- 
basin in Lakeview upset the plans of the plot- 
ters, and this man fied froin the cottage on the 
night of May 23d.” 

The Journal this evening publishes the 
above story, and connects the names of John 
F. Beges, now on trial for Dr. Cronin’s mur- 
der; “Bill” Starkey, a Chicago fugitive from 
justice, and a Dr. Seailan, of Hancock, Mich., 
with the job of getting Cronin’s clothes across 
the water.

The Campaign Promises to Become Red Hot

JAKSON, Miss., September 16.—[Special.]— 
John MeGill who, after being mayor of Jack - 
son for fourteen vears, was defeated in Jan 
uary, 1888. by the democratic nominee, Gen- 
eral Wim. Henry, has announced that he will 
again be a candidate in January next. It will 
be remembered thatthe last city election here 
was investigated by a committee of the 
United States senate. McGill was a candidate 
for postmaster, and then for receiver of public 
moneys, but failing to be recognized by the 
Harrison administration, has this early com- 
menced a campaign which is destined to 
be red hot before it is over. Generali Henry, 
up to date, is the only candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination.

George W. Bell and John Berry 
got into an altercation, when Bell called Berry 
a d—d thief, whereupon the latter drew a pis 
tol and fired three shots at Bell. The first and 
last shots did not take effect, but the second 
one penetrated the left lung and the plhiysi- 
cians say that the wounded man cannot live. 
Berry was arrested and has been committed. 
Both are married men. The prisoner is twenty 
years of age, having a young wife with an in- 
fant a month old. 


Accident at a Chicago Crossing. 


Cuicaco, September 16.—At the Western 
avenue crossing of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad at Eighteenth street last 
evening, a milk wagon was struck by an en 
gine, with five personsin thewagon.

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| DEATH AT THE FIRE. 


LOUISVILLE FIREMEN CRUSBRED BE- 
NEATH FALLING WALLS. 


PARTICULARS OF SUNDAY’S DISASTER. 


The Losses Up in the Millions—How the In- 
surance Stands—The List of Casualties— 
Burning of the St. Joseph Exposition. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 16.—Rain this 
morning aided in extinguishing the smoulder- 
ing fire at Bamberger, Bloom & Co.'s. The 
men killed were standing on top of a saloon in 
rear of the fire, putting hose in place, when 
the rear wall of the building crashed down on 
them, completely demolishing ihe sajoon and 
burying the men. A fund has been started for 
the flremen’s families, reaching now $2,500.

on property destroyed according to estimates 
by the firms burned out are as follows: Losses

stock, $55,000; W. C, Cave & Co. ,shoes, stock,

Loss on smaller buildings cannot be yet 
learned. The total loss will probably reach

THE DISASTER AT ST. JOE. 


Further Particulars of the Destruction ofthe 
Exposition. 

Sr. Josgrn, Mo., September 16.—The New 
Era exposition was destroyed by fire last 
night. The fire started just after the close of 
the evening concert by Bach’s orchestra and 
the buijdings and grounds were stiil thronged 
with visitors. The art gallery had just been 
closed when flames were seen issuing from the 
roof of the passageway that connected with 
the south end of the maim hall. An alarm 
was immediately given and a fire company, 
which was kept on the grounds by the man- 
agement, responded yromptly. From the 
point of otigin the fire spread aiong the pas- 
sageway in both directions toward the art 
hall and main building and when the firemen 
got to work they found that they had two fires 


to fight. 

Attention was first directed to the main 
building, in the hope of checking the flames 
there. In the meantime the flames had made 
rapid progress among the intammable material 
in the art halland the heat became so intense 
that it set fire to the outside of the end of the 
main hall. The firemen had almost subdued 
the flames within, but when this new danger 
arose they saw that their efforts to save the 
building would be in vain. They Eept at 
work, however, and fought bravely for an 
hour, at which time they were forced to 

RETIRE TO SAVE THEIR LIVES. 

St. Joseph firemen volunteered their assist- 
ance, but the distance of two miles from the 
city, where the exposition was located, ren- 
dered itimpossible for them to do anything. 
The nearest hydrant was fully amileanda 
half from the fire, excepting one being used 
by the exposition firemen. 

When it was seen that the fire could not be 
stayed in the main and art halls, attention was 
directed to prevent {ts spreading. In this the 
firemen were successful, and twenty-nine 
smaller buildings surrounding were saved. 
During the progross of the fire, and while it 
was yet possible toenter the main building 
with safety, Broncho Jo organized 

HIS BAND OF APACHE INDIANS, 

which was one of the exposition’s attractions, 
and leading them into the blazing hall, di- 
rected them tosave what they could of the 
contents. The carriage used by General La- 
fayette on his visit to America was on exhi- 
bition,and the Indians carried jit from the hall. 
They attempted to make another sally into the 
building, but the heat wastoo intense. The 
carriage was the only thing saved. 

The loss on the art ball and its contents, con- 
sisting of exhibits of art, by local talent prin- 
cipally, amounts to about 250,000. The inain 
hall cost $75,000 in construction and contents 
consisting of exhibits of all kinds, were valued 
at similar figure. The largest individual 
losses were suffered by ithe Studebakers, whose 
exhibit of carriages was valued at $12,000, and 
the Huyett Piano company, whose display of 
pianos was valued at $7,000. The cylindrical 
steel car, ‘City of St. Joseph,’’ manufactured 
by the Steel Car company, of St. Joseph, ata 
cost of $40,000, was also destroyed. The total 
loss is difticut to estimate on account of the 
varied nature of exhibits, but the figure is 
ylaced at $259,000. The fire is supposed to 
iave originated from imperfectly insulated 
electric light wires. The exposition will be 
continued in spite of the disaster, and displays 
of many exhibitors will be replaced in small 
buildings,

AT WORK AGAIN. 


But the London Dockmen Object to Work. 
ing With Men Taken in During the Striko. 
Lonpon, September 16.—At the opening of 

the Old. Bailey court. today the recorder in 

charging the grand jury, referred to the recent 

Strike in London. He said that though a great 

number of men had been out of work for weeks 

and Lad suffered great. privations, there was 
not asingle case on the calendar arising from 
the strike. The peaceful behavior of the men, 
he declared, was a subject for national! pride. 

Most of the strikers résumed work this 
morning. It is expected that work on the 
decks will be in full swing tomorrow. Thous- 
ands of unemployed dock laborers are waiting 
at the gates of the docks. They threaten vio- 
lence against the men who were employed to 
take the plsce of strikers, and who the direc- 
tors of the dock companies now refuse to dis- 
charge. 

Much ill-feeling exists between the dock la- 
borersand “blacklegs,’”’ the name applied to 
the men who took the places of strikers, and 
the former refuse to work with them. Sev- 
eral encounters have already occurred between 
them. Many of the dock laborers protest 
that the leaders of the strike had no right to 
agree to the proposal that strikers should work 
hafid in hand with ‘‘vlacklegs.’’ Officials of 
the dock companies lave made strong com- 
plaint to the lord mayor against the action of 
the returned strikers, and he has promised to 
do his utmost to compel the men to live up to 
the terms of their agreement. Meanwhile the 
situation is regarded as being soserious that a 
meeting of joint docks committee, the concil- 
iation committee and leaders of the strikers 
has been calied to convene immediately at the 
Mansion house. 

Ata meeting at Poplar tonight Burns said 
that the treaty with the workingmen had been 
broken by subordinate ofticials of the dock 
companies. Some wharfingers had tried to 
get men at the old terms, but had failed. Un- 
less the agreement with the men was kept 
there would be another strike. The directors 
of the dock companies, however, had assured 
him that they would prevent any undue 

reference being shown, and _  ship-owners 

ad advised the directors ’to pay the fares 
of *“‘blacklegs’” and send them back to their 
homes. Sydney Buxton, member of parlia 
ment for the Puaias division of Towerham, 
expressed the belief that matters would sgjtle 
down quietly in a few days. He understood 
from Tillette that the men would be advised to 
continue at work,while the ‘“‘blacklegs’’ would 
be gradually weeded out or induced to join the 
dockmen’s union.

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AT HOME AGAIN. 


THE RETURN OF THEGEORGIA FAR- 
MEES AND PRESS MEN, 


MORE SATISFIED WITH GEORGIA. 


The Farmers and Newspaper Men GivaTheir 
Impressions of the Trip Through Ohio— 
The Comparative Merits of Farming. 


The farmer tourists have returned. 

They reached Atlanta at 11 o’clock last 
night, and will leave for their respective homes 
today. 

Every one speaks enthusiastically of the de- 
lightful and instructive trip tendered them by 
the Central] railroad, and they are unanimous 
in expressing the opinion that its results will 
prove highly beneficial to the farming interests 
of Georgi: . 

Allhada good time—they captured Ohio 
and in turn were captured by the ballet in the 
Conquest of Mexico—they went “Over the 
Rhine,” and saw great vegetable gardens 
and beer gardens. They bought some blooded 
cattle and a few French pools. They saw 
stock farms and dairy farms, cheese and but- 
ter factories and breweries, fruit orchards, 
vineyards and wine cellars; side shows, white 
elphants and blind tigers; model farms, ex- 
perimental stations and complete barns—and 
in fact, all manner of _ things,+ both 
instructive and gay. Some bring 
back more pleasant recollections than 
others, but all in all, they had the best time 
and learned more than any other party whose 
doings are on record. 

Not a man regrets having gone. Every one 
returns chocked full of experience and valua- 
ble information to impart to his neighbors. All 
feei that they have learned something which, 
when practiced, will lead to better results on 
their farms. In fact,most of them have learned 
how to plant and make money planting, and 
what they have iearned they are going to put 
to practical use immediately. 

Here is in brief the observations of the 
farmers of the party. Each one was given 
a copy of these questions and the 
answers following were returned. They were 
asked to answer as briefiy as possible.

1, What have you seen on the trip that has 
impressed you most deeply? 

2. What lave you seen or learned that, if 
adopted in Geotgia, would prove most beneti- 
cial to the state % 

8. How do you account for the Ohio farms 
being in such asuperior condition to ours? 

4, Do youthink the soil of Ohio superior to 
ours? If so, cannot ours be made to equal it? 

5. Whycan the Ohio farmers pay so much 
more for labor than we, and what do they say 
of negro labor? 

6. What benefits do you think will result to 
Georgia from this trip? 

liere are the answers: 

MR. W. J. NORTHEN, OF HANCOCK. 

1. Tae uniforin cultivation of the grasses, the 
amount of stock raised and the abundance of L&rn- 
yard manure, 

2. The auswer to your first inquiry, in a measure, 
answers your seconl” onealso. I think the great 
need of a Georgia farm is grass, stock and manure. 
I would be gind to know that Georgia farmers couid 
be induced to practice the system and economy 
uuiformly tollowed by Ohio farmers. 

5. The system of farming and the crops 
cultivated iu Onio have constantiy returtied 
vegetable matter tothe soil. In Georgia our ¢cican 
culture bas as constantly withdrawn it, and our 
lands are, therefore, lett ‘barren and detnnded. 
Again, you understand that their grasses induce 
and maintain the raising of stock which, together 
with the immense amount of straw and waste reg- 
etable matter, makes large accumulations of very 
rich barnyard manure, All this is earefully handled 
in Ohio and judiciously applied to their iands. Ohio 
farmers reiy almost exclusively upon clover and 
barnyard manure, together with proper ro- 
tation of their crops, Georgia farmers 
depend too much upon commercial manures and 
allow their fields tco closely gleaned by stock. 

4. Naturally, I do net. _It 1s, possibly, betier 
adap‘ed to some crops, but for general farming,even 
such asis pursued in Ohio, I should prefer the soil 
andthe climate of Georgia. Whilst it is true that 
our Jands sre badly worn, this can be very rapidly 
aud very efiectually recovered and made fully 
eqial, in productiveness, to any I have seen in 
Onio. Ouriands should be putto grass, all worn 
and unsightly places covered with green, to give 
an appearance of cheer and  brighiness 
as wellas a prospect of recovery and profit. 

5. That question, I think, possibly involves the 
main difqence between farming in Obio and farms 
ing in Geotgia, AsiarasI was able to determine 
by full conference with farmers in Ohio, they never 
employ negro labor when they can get white labor. 
Taey say itisidle and by bo means reliable. I 
found, however, that negro labor in Ohio Js superior 
to uegro labor in Georgia. This, 1dare say, is easily 
accounted for, from the fact that there are compar- 
atively fewnesgroeson the farms. The standard of 
work is determined by the white labor, and in 
many instances by the managers of the 
farms. Every member of the family on the farms 
has a department of work, and it is attended to 

romptly and regularly. The hired help is under 
jind but posf:ive discipline, and required to come 
up to ils engagrments, Our labor is allowed en- 
tirely too much latitude and indulced in gross in- 
dolence. For the same service I would much prefer 
to pay Ohio prices. Ohio farmers do not want negro 
labor. 

6. We will get large helptocur farms from this 
excursion. Every member of the party has studied 
incustrionly what he has seen. Mcthods have been 
discussed with Ohio farmers and these have 
been more fully Gissussed among ourselves, as 
we have journeyed from place to piace. Tie re- 
sults of this trip, asapplied to our agriculture, I do 
not think can be measured in mouey. I feel con 
fident that it will rapidly change the methods of 
our general agriculture. Many farmers will con. 
tinue as they now are, as we already have quite an 
tmprovement on the line I bayve indicated. This 
number I think will be largely increased. 

The greatest bensfit, however, will bein the fra- 
ternal feeling among the people. We have had a 
perfect ovation all thiough the state. ‘The people 
hare welcomed us giad:y and heart- 
ily and the remem berances and favora- 
bie impressions made will not be forgotten during 
this generation. 

T have never seen people grow so fast to be 
friends, | 

Wemet the Ohio people as strangers. We left 
them, in ail sections, warmly our friends. Many of 
them wiil come to our state and identify themselves 
with us as vitizens, and belp to develop our general 
resources and make the thrift and prosperity of our 
people. 

It has been two weeks well spent for Georgia. 

L. H, O. MARTIN, OF ELBERT.

There are no 
drones or deadbeats in an Ohio farmer’s family, and 
the few servauts employed are more industrious, 
faithful and honest.

I 
saw the first prize pears at the state fafr, and they 
would be considered a very inferior exhibit with 
us. Whether they ripen better or what, 1 don’t 
know, but they are preferable.

What He Thinks Will Be the Result of the 
Farmers’ Excursion. 


Major W. L. Glessner, commissioner of im- 
migration ofthe Centrai railroad, to whom the 
Georgia party of farmers and newspaper men are 
indebted for their pleasant and instructive tour to 
the west, is quite enthusiastic over the results he 
expects for Georgia from it. 

“These results will undoubtedly be great—both in 
developing the agricultural interests of 
Georgia, and bringing new people ta the 
state. But the Central railroad always leads in 
everything calculated to bmld up Georgia, and this 
isonly one of its manv liberal plans which have 
been adopted. There will, perhaps,-be future trips 
of a similar nature.” 

+ speaking of the trip last night Mr. Glessner 
said:

Ga.: We, a commiitec of your fellow cilgzens, ap- 
pointed at a meeting held here today, request you to 
meet us at your office in Macon this evening at 7 
o'clock, or agssoon thereafter as possible, without 
fail,’’ 

The name of each of the twenty-one com- 
mitteemen was signed to the above telegram. 
The same committee addressed a similar com- 
munication to the Hon. W. A. Huff at his 
home at Vinevyille, requesting a conference at 
his house this afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

Mr. Huff’s Answer. 

Mr. Huff answered the committee's letter to 
the effect that he deeply appreciated the in- 
terest they manifested in the matter,and,while 
the people of Macon had frequently honored 
him with their suffrages, no incident in his 
political career had so deeply touched him as 
their action and the moves 
that prompted thei in the affair at hand. He 
said it would have beeu his pleasure to have 
goue tothem at any designated place, but 
since they had notified him they would call at 
his house he wouid be pleused to receive them, 

The committee called at five o’clock and re- 
mained in close session with Mr. Huff nearly 
an hour and a half. 

MR. PATTERSON TELEGRAPHED 

to Mr. Solomon, of the committee, in reply to 
the committee’s letter, that he would arrive 
at Macon from Atlanta at 9:20 tonight, and 
would be pleased to meet so houorable a repre- 
sentation of his constituents; that he felt it 
a duty and honor to respond to so respectable 
a call. 

Mr. Patterson repaired with the committee 
to N. E. Harris’s law oftice at 9:30 and it was 
nearly 12 o’clock before the conference ad- 
journed. 

Mr. Patterson then drove to his residence. 

THE CONFERENCE OVER. 

Tho committeé are unwilling to give to the 
press tonight the result of the conference. It 
is conjectural Whether or not the matter will 
reach an amicable adjustment. Tomorrow 
will, no doubt, present full developments. 

All of the committee were at the conference 
except Major Bacon, yho was absent from 
Macon, and Mr. Tinsley, who was unabie to 
attend. 

THE BASIS OF SETTLEMENT. 

The committee is very reticent, but it is un- 
derstood that the basis of their proposed ad- 
justment lies in the proposition that Huff and 
Patterson shouid each agree to -submit their 
grievances to the committee with all data, 
facts, papers, etc., in order to arrive at the 
exact truth of the matter, and learn who is at 
fault, and what the proper amende honor- 
able should be. -The committee pledge to 
faithfully protect and shield the honor of each 
belligerant, and not know one man in prefer- 
ence to another, their sole desire being to set- 
tle the matter amicably and ponorably to each, 
and save the lives of two useful and honorable 
citizens from possible death. Itis stated under 
the above representation of the matter, Mr. 
Huff wasinduced to withhold avy publica- 
tion that he intended to make until the com- 
mittee could meet with Mr. Patterson,and see if 
he would consent to place the matter for adjust- 
ment in the hands of the committee. It is

CAPTAIN GORDON INTRODUCES A 
BILL BEARING ON TARE. 


The Day With the Legislature—Bonds to be 
Paid—The Marietta and North Georgia Bills 
To-day—Other Matters of Interest. 


Mr. Gordon, of Chatham, introduced an im-: 
portant bill yesterday. It is, ‘‘Anact to amend 
section 1,599 of the code of 1882 which requires 
weighers of cotton, rice and other produce to 
be sworn and prescribes their duties by adding 
thereto a proviso declaring what tare, if any, 
may be ajlowed by the weigher for the bagging 
and fastenings on any bale, bagor package of 
cotton when it is weighed, and for other pur 


Section one prescribes that section 1599 of 
the code of 1882 shall be amended by adding 
thereto the following proviso: ‘“‘Provided, that 
if the weigher, with the consent of the seller 
or his af@nt, makes g deduction from the gross 
weight of any bale, bag or package of cotton, 
because of the bagging and fastenings on said 
bale, bag or package, the deduction shall 


‘be twenty-four pounds if it is covered with 


jute bagging and sixteen pounds if it is coy- 
ered with cotton bagging; except in the case 
of any bale, bag or package of cotton not fas- 
tened with iron ties nor with ropes, in which 
case the doduciion shall he ten pounds 
if it is covered with jute bagging or five 

ounds if it is covtred with cotton 

agging, so that said section when amended 
Shall read as follows: ‘It shall not be lawful 
for any scalesman, salesman, or other person 
in any of the cities, towns or villages ef this 
state to weigh any bale, bag or package of cot- 
ton, tierce, or half tierce, of rice, or 
any other article of produce dis- 
posed of by weight, without first 
taking and subscribing an oath before some 
person authorized by law to administer it, that 
he will justly, impartially and without deduc- 
tion weigh all such cotton and all other articles 
of produce disposed of by weight that may be 
shown to him for that purpose,and tendera true 
account thereof to the party or parties con- 
cerned if so required. 

‘‘The weigher may, nevertheless, 
make such deductions for wet or other cause as 
may be reasonable, when the seller or his 
agent shall thereto consent; provided, that if 
the weigher, with the consent of the seller or 
his agent, make a deduction from the gross 
weight of any bale, bag or package of cotton 
because of the bagging and fastenings on 
said bale, bag or package, the deduction 
shall be not more than twenty-four pounds if 
it is covered with jute bagging and not more 
than sixteen pounds if it is covered with cot- 
ton bagging. Except in the case of any bale, 
bag or package of cotton not fastened with 
iron ties nor with ropes, in which case the de- 
duction shall be not more than ten pounds if 
it is covered with jute bagging and not more 
than five poundsif itis covered with cotton 
bagging.’’ 

The provisions of this act are to gotnto ef- 
fect October Ist, 1889. The bill was referred to 
committee on agriculture. 

To Pay the Bonds.

J. Jenkins, governor, and 
countersigned, John Jones, treasurer, all 
of said bonds being of the de- 
nomination of $500 and bearing interest at the rate 
of seven per cent and the same being the property 
of E. L. Hayes, The governor is directed to draw his 
warrant in favor of the said E. L. Hayes for eight 
thousand dollars in payment of the bonus.

The Senate.

Chickamauga on the 20th.

TO ABOLISH FERTILIZERS INSPECTION 


The House Committee on Agriculture Favor- 
able to the Bill—Its Action. 


The agricultural committee of the house at 
its meeting yesterday afternoon recommended 
favorably two important measures. 

A bill by Representative Tigner, of Muscogee, to 
prohibit the sale of seed cotton from the 15th of Au- 
gust to the 15th of December each year in Georgia 
was recommended favorably. 

The bill provides that whenever two successive 
grand juries in any county recommends the en- 
forcement of such a law it shall then go into effect 
in that county. 

The bill might be termed a local option seed cot- 
ton bill. 

The dill by Mr. Tafley, of Macon, providing for 
the abolition of all inspectors of fertilizers and the 
offices created thereby, was given a favorable re- 
port by a voteofIl3to 9. As there are 67 members 
on thiscommittee, and only 22 yoted, the recom- 
meudation on this biil will not carry as much

Upon the contrary I 
have in common with other delegates to previous 
copventions,enjoyed the free use of the state’s prop- 
erty with the good will and protection of the citi- 
zens of Atlanta. I do not approve 
of the brutal and cowardly whipping 
of the colered people of East Point, neither do the 
good citizens of Atlanta. Itis an instance in which 
the law has been violated. Wehave alaw against 
such outrages; so we bave a law against murder, 
but occas pnally it is violated, just as in the case of 
the East Point whipping. Now, it would be folly to 
charge that a man isin danger of his life in this 
state because ourcourts show that some one has 
been murdered. Would it not be better for us as 
citizens of Georgia to use every honorable means to 
the end that such murderer has met fully the de- 
mands of tiie law? So let it’ be with 
the East Point offenders. Let us not as 
whito men. not as colored men, but as 
citizens of Georgia use every honorable means to 
the end that these parities shall fully meet the just 
demands.of the law they have so cowardly violated. 
Now, in conclusion, I must say that it Mr, Pledger 
is the proper party to call this convention—which I 
deem nnwisefor more reasons than I have here ex-

- THREEIMEN KILLED. 


4 FREIGHT TRAIN JUMPS THE 
TRACK, 


A Central Freight Thrown off by a Cross Tie 
—The Engineer, Fireman and Train Hand 
Scalded to Death—The Cars Torn to Pieces 


A new pine crosstie threw a Central rail- 
road freight train from the track near Han- 
cock last night just before ten o’clock, killing 
three men instantly. 

They were all railroad men. 

The train left Atlanta about 9:15 ard was to 
have passed the passenger train at East Point. 
It was under command of Conductor Swann, 
with John Jordan as engineer. 

The run was made out of the Central railroad 
yard about ten minutes behind schedule time, 
and when the train passed the Whitehall street 
crossing Engineer Jordan turned his machine 
loose. 

A speed of twenty-five or thirty miles an 
hour was soon attained and the train was moy- 
ing when the accident occurred. 

Without a stop the engine followed by 
thirty cars, moved along smoothly until it 
reached a point about half a mile from the 
United States military post. Then suddenly 
the engine began to bump up and down and 
Engineer Jordan knew that something was 
wrong; but before he could reverse and stop, 
his w.achine was bumping over the crossties, 

And a fat pine crosstie was in front of the 
engine and under the wheels. 

Just about one-half mile from the fort is a 
switch and at the end of the switch the cross- 
tie had been laid, evidently to throw the train. 

The tie knocked the engine off the track 
and for fifty yards the wheels rolled over the 
wood. Then the engine stopped working and 
in a jiffy it was turned upon its side and the 
engineer, with his fireman, was under it. 

The cars were moving so fast that the force 
of the blow turned the engine entirely around, 
andin addition to splintering the two which 
were next to the engine a dozen boxes and flats 
were torn all to pieces—absolutely into ‘‘doll 
rags.’’ 

So near Fort McPherson did it occur that 
the soldier on sentinel duty heard it all and fired 
his gun. The report brought out the entire 
post and when the men found out what was 
wanted they went to work. 

First they tried to find the dead bodies and 
after a half hour’s hard search Engineer Jor- 
dan was found under acar, or rather the rub- 
bish of the car, stone dead. His face was ter- 
ribiy burned and scalded and his death must 
have been instant. 

Then the search for theother two men went 
on and in a short time. the fireman 
was found. It was Bob Martin, and his body 
was under a box car near the engine. 

Both men had evidently jumped from the 
engine and had been caught under the cars, 

The third man who was missing was Rh. M. 
‘Parker, and about three o’clock this morning 
he was found under a car but had not yet been 
removed. 

The train was seaibired all over the tracks. 
Two cars were wholly and thoroughly splin- 
tered, nothing but the wheels remaining to 
give any idea of what the mass once was. The 
cars following were standing beside the track, 
across the track, and were resting flat against 
the banks of the cut in which the derailing oc- 
curred. 

Flour and meat were scattered about pro- 
miscuously,- while other article of freight were 
heaped in great piles. 

When the engine left the rails it began 
plowing its way over the cross ties, cutting 
deep holes as it went. Then when it went off 
the ties the pilot dug deep holes in the earth. 
So fast was the train moving that the contact 
with the ties turned it completely around. 
The cow catcher which pointed towards Ma 
con when the train left was pointing towards 
Atlanta when the wreck crew began work. 

The dead bodies, when found, were removed 
to the bank and laid upon the grass: Then 
paper was placed over them and there they 
remained until early this morning, wken they 
were brought togAtlanta. 

Both J ordan and Martin were horribly mu- 
*tilated. 

Yardmaster Tom McLendon, of the Central, 
went to the scene immediately after the aeci- 
dent occurred with a wrecking train and began 
work, but so complete was the wreck 
that it cannot be removed before 
noon today. ‘The passenger train due in At— 
lanta at 10:10 last night wasdelayed at the 
station and the passengers were brought in by 
a transfer. 

The Sotdiers Take a Hand. 

Three hundred yards from where the wreck 
occurred a United States soldier was on post, 
His attention was attracted first by a grinding 
noise, Then a great black wall seemed to rise 
between him and the skies, a tremendous 
crash and the rush of escaping steam told him 
what had taken place. 

He immediately gave the alarm by discharg- 
ing his musket. Every other post did the 
same. In two minutes after the first shot was 
fired a general alarm was sounded and the 
men poured out of their quarters. Without 
delay or confusion the officers took command 
of their companies. Under direction of Lieu- 
tenant Jones the fire call was sounded and the 
men armed themselves with axes and buckets, 
and on the double quick they ran to the 
wreck. 

When they reached it, the whole scene was 
enveloped in a cloud of steam, through which 
red tongues of flame were beginning to shapt. 
The fire was rapidly gaining headway. Lieu- 
enant Jones organized a bucket corps, and 
soon the deluges of water began to have their 
effect. Three men were overcome by the heat 
of the steam and fainted. Their companions 
dragged them away and others took their 
places. 

As the fire subsided the members of the ax 
corps began their work. They knew that un- 
der the wreck several men lay buried, and 
perhaps there might yet be life in them. 

The task before them was tremendous. The 
wreck lay in a cut ten feet deep, High above 
the banks rose the jagged ends of broken cars 
with beams and iron rods protruding above the 
rest. The roof of one car wasripped off and 
standing on end. The whole track for over 
a bundred yards was one mass of smashed 
wood andiron. From one side of it the tender 
of the engine protruded, but the engine was 
buried somewhere out of sight. 


Beginning at the furthest end the soldiers 
began cutting their way through the wreck. 
For an hour and a half officers and men toiled 
incessantly. They hewed their way through 
every obstacle. Finally, after cutting away an 
entire car,.a soldier called attention to some- 
thing that looked like a remnant of 
humanity under the ond of what was 
once another’ car. They cut away 
a sufficient space for a man to crawl under the 
wreck. A moment later he returned. He had 
discovered the body of Engineer John Jordan. 
The body was resting on its hands and knees, 
and looked as though he was attempting to 
crawl away. The dead man was carefully 
lifted out. It was found that no bruise or in- 
jury disfigured him. He was literally boiled. 
The steam from the engine had done the fatal 
work. The soldiers carried the body to one side 


, of the road, and at once began the search 


again. 

“They had not long to work before another 
ghastly find was madé. Under the end of the 
tender the body of Fireman Bob Martin was 
discovered. He was terribly mangled. One 
leg was cut off and deep gashes about his body 
showed howjhe had been dragged and ham- 
mered to death. His body was placed beside 
Jordan’s, and again the soldier went to work, 

In the meantime a wrecking party had been 
organized in town, anda force of men under 
; : *

McLendon were 
the wreck. The* soldiers 
were thoroughly worn out, and gave place to 
the fresh men. Mostof them, however, re- 
mained about the place, and whenever their 
services were needed they were there to lenda 
helping hand. It was nearly ten o’clock when 
the leg of the third man was seen protruding 
from under a mass of wreck. Axes, levers and 
crowbars were used with renewed energy, and 
at last the body of Rufe Parker was recovered, 

Shortly after two o’clock another relief 
train arrived with an 
force of forty men, Dr. Cooper and 
a car to remove the bodies. The doctor’s ser- 
vices were not needed, however. The three 
bodies were layed in the car and brought to 
town. 

The contents of the train, which consisted of 
flour and bacon were scattered all over the 
road. In some place the fiour was three feet 
deep, It will take uutil late today to clear the 
track. 

The tie that was placed on the ‘track was 
found a hundred yards from where it was 
placed. It was slivered and torn to @ndliug 
wood, and there were traces showing where 
the wheels of the engine had struck it. 

Who They Are, 

Engineer Jordan was about twenty-seven 
years of age and was a married man. He 
lived in Macon. 

Mr. Martin, the fireman, was about twenty- 
three years of age and lived in Macon, too, 

Train-hand Parker was an Atlantian and 
lived on Fair street, Ho was about twenty- 


eight years of age and was married.

BYE-THE- BYE. 


Isn’t there something wrong with a police 
system which leaves the richest residence por- 
tion of a city without police protection from 
midnight until eight o’clock in the morning? 

It may not always be the case, but for sev- 
eral nights last week all that portion of the 
sixth ward from Ellis street. to the city limits 
—which includes all of Peachtree, West 
Peachtree, Courtland, and the many cross 
streets in that portion of the city—was abso- 
lutely without police protection. 

Think of it—not a policeman in al] that part 
of the city from the Capital City club to the 
end of Peachtree! Rather appalling, isn’t it, 
when one considers all the possibilities for bur 
glary, and the possible danger to human life. 


This state of affairs was due, soa policeman 
explained, tothe recent action of the police 
board in laying ott the supernumeraries. Be- 
fore this was done the place of an absentee on 
the regular force was taken by a supernu- 
merary and the sixth ward was given one po- 
liceman; since these have been suspended, a 
man on one of the ‘‘front’’ beats has been ill 
and the Peachtree man has been moved to the 
center of the citv. This leaves, as I havesaid, 
possibly the most important section of the city 
absolutely unprotected. 


“The supernumeraries were cut off,’’ ex- 
plained a member of the police conimission, 
‘because the amount the council has anpro- 
priated for the police depart ment is insufiicient. 
We regretted having to take such action be- 
cause it throws those men out of work. They 
were making littie enougl, hardly a living, 
and were holding their positions in the hope 
that they might get regular places on the force. 
Now even that scanty living is taken from 
them. The council adopted the three watch 
system, Which necessarily limits the number 
of men who can be put on duty at any one 
time.’’ 


This three-watch system is largely responsi- 
ble for the present lack of police protection. 
The very best arrangement possible is that 
which places one-third.the force on duty from 
six in the morning until six in the evening, 
and the remaining two thirds on at night. 
It is at night that the protection is especially 
needed, and the residence- sections of the city 
which need it most. 

A better arrangement of the force is needed 
and needed badly. It wiil not do to waif until 
some horrible crime emphasizes this necessity.

| ‘THE CIGARETTE FIENDS- 


ARE NOW DEALT WITH BY THE LAW. 


The Bill Preventing the Sale to Minors 
Passes the House—The Goyernor to Sign It 
—How Dealers Feel 


The boys are disconsolate. 

The cigarette bill has passed the house and 
will become a law, for Governor Gordon will 
sign it, , 

That means that the sale of cigarettes, 10- 
bacco or cigarette papers to minors is pro- 
hibited. 

The bill passed the senate July 17, withouta 
dissenting vote. : 

Tt was read the first time in the house July 
20, and has been lingering ever since. 

Yesterday morning while the house was 
good humoredly granting unanimous con- 
sents—an unusual thing—for the 
house or rather some of the members seldom 
grant unanimous consents—Mr. Tigner, of 
Muscogee, moved to take upthe ‘‘cigarette 
bill.’ There was no objection and the bill 
was read and passed—yeas 90, nays none. 

WHAT IT PROVIDES. 

The bill as passed provides that it shall not 
be lawful for any person or persons, either by 
himself or theirselves, to sell, furnish, give or 
provide any minor or minors with cigarettes, 
tobacco, or cigarette paper, or any sub- 
stitute therefor. The penalty prescribed 
for the violation of this law is the same as pro 
vided for misdemeaor 4,310 of the code, which 
is imprisonment not more than one year; not 
more than a thousand dollars fine, one or both 
in the discretion of the court, 

On motion of Mr. Tigner the bil] was trans- 
mitted immediately to the senate, which cuts 
off a motion for reconsideration. It only 
awaits the governor’s signature to become law. 

HOW THEY GET THEM. 

“Say! My dad can’t stop me smoking 
cigarettes, do you reckon the legislature can ?”’ 

A very small boy was standing on Marietta 
street last night. He held a cigarette between 
his fingers, and after taking a puff he exhaled 
the smoke through his nostrils in the most ap- 
proved manner. 

‘Do you think the dealers sell us cigarettes ?’’ 
he continued. ‘‘Well, they don’t. We get a 
nigger or some big fellow to goin and buy a 
box and then give’m one for doing it.’’ 

Inquiry among dealers showed this to be a 
fact. For along time they have been in the 
habit of refusing small boys cigarettes. It has 
had no effect, however, in stopping the habit, 
as they can always: find some one willing to 
furnish them with the covetted luxury. 

The general ppinion among cigar men is that, 
while the law's a good one, the difticulty of 
enforcing ‘t will render it of little avail. One 
dealer said that he wanted no law to come be- 
tween himself and his chiidren. He thought 
that if his son smoked cigarettes against his 
will, his own strong right arm and 
a pliable switch would correct the evil better 
than any law. Hesaid also that when his son 
grew to be nineteen, or even eighteen, he 
would rather have him smoke cigarettes 
openly than be forced to’ sneak around corners 
to do it. 

As far as the trade was concerned one dealer 
said it would not be effected at all, as they 
never sold cigarettes to small boys; when 
young men reached the age of nineteen, or 
thereabouts, if they claimed to be twenty-one 
. ere Was no way proving their statement un- 

rue. 

Another thought the law was an excellent 
one and he would do everything {n his power 
to enfroce it and see that others did the same. 
He said he frequently watched the small boys 
in theearly morning. As soon as the first 
paper was sold or the first pair of boots blacked 
a straight line was made fora cigar store to 
invest the nickel in cigarettes.
